the shift, while selectmen Larry 
Larsen and James Barenboim voted 
against it. The latter two and several 
business owners attending the meet- 
ings were in favor of reducing the shift 
by at least 5 percent.

Acting on the advice of town coun- 
sel and responding to community 
pressure Tuesday night, the School 
Committee again selected the mem- 
bers of the search committee that will 
help choose the next superintendent of 
schools. 

There are now nine members on the 
search committee, including eight res- 
idents and Candace Hall, town person- 
nel director. 

Patty Barrett, a former health 
teacher and swimming and diving 
coach at Andover High School, was 
named to the search committee, along 
with the original seven members. 

Ms. Barrett, of Bryan Lane, lead her 
swim team to six Merrimack Valley 
Conference Championships from 1981- 
1989 and was an adviser to Students 
Against Driving Drunk. She is cur- 
rently a principal of a Wakefield ele- 
mentary school. 

The other search committee mem- 
bers are Janice Barch, Kathleen Hess, 
Bob Johnston, Bill Josephson, 
Suzanne McGrail, Linda Young and 
Myrna Zetlan. 

Last week, a group of Andover par- 
ents represented by spokesman Nor- 
man Rogers, hired lawyers Lois Kar- 


funkel and Andrea Papp Thorn to 
force the School Committee into re- 
doing the search committee process, 
The committee originally selected the 
seven-member search group at an ille- 
gal meeting that Bill Huston, School 
Committee member, did not attend. 

Mr. Huston and Mary Lyman sug- 
gested Tuesday night that the original 
seven members should remain on the 
committee, but Chairman Dick Muller 
said he had been advised that the com- 
mittee needed to act as if the earlier 
vote had never taken place. 

“There are seven individuals who 
have already been named,” said Ms.

Under the auspices of Project 
Teamwork, a student-run Andover 
High School organization, the meeting 
Was an open forum aimed at uncover- 
ing issues of prejudice in Andover. 


Racial inequity 

Brian Marshall is an Andover High 
School student. Clean-cut, intelligent 
and well -spoken, he seems to fit the 
mold of a what everyone expects of an 
Andover teen. Except, he is black. 

Several months ago, Mr. Marshall 
was delivering newspapers for a 
friend. The paper had to be at the 
homes by 6 a.m., so at about 4 a.m. he 
was making his rounds in North 


Andover. The next thing he knew, he 
said, Middlesex, North Andover, and 
Andover police along with a state 
trooper had surrounded him. 

“(I've been) accused of being a bank 
robber, followed or chased by police 
every other day during the summer 
and hit by a police car after the police 
officer drove off. (They) tried to arrest 
me for breaking into cars at Methuen 
Mall,” he said Tuesday at the school. 

Mr. Marshall said he has no police 
record and has never done anything 
illegal. 

“There’s nothing I can do,” said Mr. 
Marshall. “I try. Sometimes when I ask 
about it, they act as if I’m being a wise 
guy.” 


Warriors logo 

A native Alaskan, Dolores Dunning, 
an art teacher at Andover High, rekin- 
dled the discussion begun three years 
ago regarding a proposal to change the 
High School’s warrior logo. The logo 
was kept, said High School Principal 
Tim Thomas, but the more offensive 
practices, including the wearing of face 
paint and Indian headdress, were cur- 
tailed. 

“Human beings are not in the same 
category as Mighty Ducks,” said Ms. 


Dunning. She and others have seen 
students in attire that could be deemed 
offensive at recent AHS sporting 
events. 

“It takes a lifetime to own a feath- 
er,” said Ms. Dunning. At age 53, she 
had earned her first eagle feather, a 
symbol of achievement and respect for 
native Americans. “When I see kids 
wearing them, and dyeing them, I feel 
bad.” She said feathers are religious 
symbols, and that a person wouldn’t 
throw a chalice around. 


Students attending the meeting said 
they understood her objections, and 
appreciated the insight she provided. 

AHS student Natalie Jordan’s first 
memory of a High School football game 
included that of an upperclassman in 
face paint and dressed in Indian gear 
running and screaming among the 
crowd. “Here I have someone unedu- 
cated about that, educating me. If it’s 
wrong, we need to do something about 
it,” she said. 


“People don’t know that this is offen- 
sive to native Americans,” said AHS 
student Chris Cullinan. 

Kristin Jenkins, an AHS student 
and member of the student council,

agreed. “A lot of students don’t under- 
stand. (They think) if a majority of stu- 
dents want it, it makes it right.” 

The students and faculty moderator, 
Janice Fitzgibbens, encouraged Ms. 
Dunning to bring the matter to the stu- 
dent council.

The structural inspector has 
just handed you his twenty-five 
Page report on your perfect 
house, and you discover that it 
isn't really perfect after all.

AFGHANISTAN 
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Fund-raising begins for 
Senior Center expansion 


By Neil Fater 

A local bank and the Friends of the 
Andover Seniors may raffle off a house to 
provide a substantial chunk of change for the 
proposed expansion of the current Senior 
Center. 

That’s one of the long-term items the 
Friends group, the fund-raising arm of the 
Council on Aging, is working on to pay for 
the multi-million-dollar Senior-Center con- 
struction project, according to Doreen Cor- 
renti, head of the Friends group. 

Ms. Correnti said that although the 
Friends group will probably give the bank 
some money, the bank will let the group raf: 
fle off a house it has taken over for a fraction 
of the house’s value, 

“There was some talk at one point that we 
wouldn’t have to pay anything,” she said. 

While this is good news for the seniors, 
Ms, Correnti believes that the Friends group 
and the bank, which she would not identify, 
may still be months away from selling raffle 
tickets. 

“There are a lot of issues with the Lottery 
Commission that we have to get through,” 
said Ms. Correnti, “It’s not like a church raf- 
fle for an afghan type of thing. It’s a major 
undertaking.” 

What house will be raffled off, who will 
monitor the selling of tickets, and what the 
odds of winning will be are among the ques- 
tions the Friends group and the bank must 
answer. 

“You can’t sell an indefinite amount of 
tickets,” said Ms. Correnti. “You may spend 
$1,000 on a ticket if there’s 100 tickets sold, 
but you're certainly not if there’s 5,000 tick-

ets sold.” 
$1000 lottery club 

While the potentially lucrative house raf- 
fle may be months away, Ms. Correnti said 
the Friends group may begin a monthly lot- 
tery drawing with a $1,000 grand prize by the 
end of February. 

Lottery club members will pay $5 to enter 
the monthly drawing, she said. The $1,000 
Club will be modeled somewhat after 
Winthrop’s successful Senior 1,000 Club, 
which gives away monthly a $1,000, $500, and 
$100 prize and four $50 prizes. All numbers 
are placed in sealed envelopes and the win- 
ners are drawn in front of the center’s bingo 
crowd. 

“We have enough money to get this rolling 
(in Andover) for a couple of months,” said 
Ms. Correnti. “It looks like what it’s going to 
be eventually is the third Thursday of every 
month.” 


Nancy Williams, director of the Winthrop 
Council on Aging, said the Winthrop lottery 
club was started when the Winthrop council 
was looking to begin its own building pro- 
ject. She said the revenue generated by the 
lottery helped “provide seed money” for the 
building project and the Winthrop Friends 
group has since used the money to buy furni- 
ture, fund programs, purchase a 35-inch tele- 
vision, outfit a commercial kitchen, and 
install hand rails near the sometimes icy 
walkway in front of the building. 

“The first year we raised about $20,000 
with the lottery,” said Ms. Williams. 
Winthrop also raised $50,000 with a telethon, 
she said.

delay the vote to allow parents time to 
work on a plan “so that all the schools 
suffer equally,” was defeated 2-3, with 
out-going members Mr. Huston and 
Mary Lyman in support. 

The approved redistricting plan dif- 
fers from the Jan. 3 plan because it will 
redistrict 28 students from West Ele- 
mentary to Sanborn, including eight 
fifth-grade students who may not 
move. This includes students living on 
Bailey Road, Gina Jo Way, Haggetts 
Pond Road, Penbrook Circle, Starr 
Avenue and Larchmont Circle. 


Staff reductions 

The plan will also reduce the South 
School staff by one third-grade teacher, 
one fourth-grade teacher, and one half:

nate one third-grade Bancroft teacher: 
and one first-grade Sanborn teacher, 

“The net effect of these changes 
brings all classes into a more consis- 
tent pattern across the system,” said 
Dick Neal, superintendent of schools, 
in his report to the committee. 

The plan will move 98 students from 
Bancroft to South, 40 students from 
Sanborn to South and 32 students from 
West Elementary to Bancroft, 

Shawsheen integrated primary will 
remain a magnet K-2 school, and redis- 
tricted fifth-grade students will be 
allowed to finish their elementary 
years in their current schools.

plan,” said Ms. Dalton. “I personally 
am unwilling to hang this in suspen- 
sion...”

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Court finds for 
town vs. Nancy 
Pentland

A U.S. District Court judge 
recently ruled in favor of the town 
on a case brought by former town 
employee Nancy Pentland, who had 
claimed age discrimination when 
her retirement pension was reduced 
in 1993, at age 65. 


Ms. Pentland was the town’s 
Housing Authority director, from 
1981 to 1988, when she retired on an 
accidental disability. 

Her accidental disability pension 
was $1,980 a month, 72 percent of her 
salary at the time. But because she 
did not have enough time worked to 
attain full retirement at age 65, “10 
years of credible service” according 
to court papers, when she did turn 
65 her benefits were reduced to $830 
a month. 

The change reflects an adjust- 
ment to what she would have 
received at retirement at age 65 with 
her years of service. 


Ms. Pentland appealed and lost, 
and eventually filed a complaint 
with the Equal Employment Oppor- 
tunity Commission. Her U.S. Dis- 
trict Court case was filed jointly 
with those of two other municipal 
retirees, both of whom worked for 
the city of Boston. 

The plaintiffs were the state, the 
Public Employee Retirement 
Administration, the Boston Retire- 
ment Board and the Andover Retire- 
ment Board. 

Town Counsel Tom Urbelis 
defended the town in the suit. 

Judge D.J. Harrington handed 
down the ruling on Dec. 29. 

In a 19 page summary, Judge Har- 
rington ruled against the plaintiffs 
in each case.

“The biggest thing I’ve heard 
is how overworked Mary is,” 
said Bill Huston, School Commit- 
tee member. “There are staffing

problems with 600 children. All 
600 have different needs. Mary 
needs assistance in accomplish- 
ing her mandate.” 

It is Ms. French’s job to super- 
vise 600 IEPs, do quarterly 
reviews of all the children, 
supervise 58 staff members and 
assistants, run programs for stu- 
dents who are placed outside the 
Andover system, supervise 
Chapter 688 transition programs 
for students leaving high school 
for work, and oversee special 
programs for the deaf and blind 
students through the state agen- 
cies, said Mr. Huston. 

“Sometimes I don’t envy her 
position,” said Ms. Hoffman. 
“Her responsibility to uphold the 
766 regulations and at the same 
time be responsible to the School 
Committee to maintain the bud- 
get that they set must be a diffi- 
cult task.” 

As pupil personnel adminis- 
trator, Ms. French controls 16 
percent of the schools budget for 
11 percent of its students. 

“Obviously, I am very aware 
that special education is very 
expensive. I am also painfully 
aware that each dollar spent on a 
special-needs child cannot be 
spent on a typical child. We have 
an obligation to have a program 
of good quality,” she said.

Ms. French encounters staff shortages in 
speech therapy and occupational therapy. 

“The pool of applicants has dried up,” said

In addition, Ms. French faces the budget 
ramifications of unfunded mandates. When 
the Legislature or the federal government 
pass new regulations requiring services for 
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special-needs students, the funding for these 
mandated programs mainly becomes the 
responsibility of local communities. 
What has the 766 task force done? 
During the fall, the task force studied 
recent assessments of special-needs pro- 
grams in Newton, Lexington, Methuen, 
Haverhill and Winchester. 
In December, the task force asked School

each of whom say they witnessed inci- 
dents of misuse, one of which dates 
back to last spring, 

Mr. Shaw said he’s being charged 
with something he didn’t do. “They’re 
charging me for something (when) I 
wasn’t even in the town yard,” Mr. 
Shaw said this week. 

Mr. Ferris said he has “never felt 
odd” about completing his sanding for 
the town, then going on to sand for his 
private jobs without unloading, just as 
he “never really gave it a second 
thought” to leave a private job he was 
doing to respond to a call from the 
town with his own sand on the truck. 

“It’s never become an issue,” Mr. 
Ferris said. 

That is until now. 

Mr. Ferris and Mr. Shaw could each 
be charged with larceny of goods or 
Services from the town. But, following 
a meeting between Police Chief James 
Johnson, John Canavan Jr., highway 
superintendent, and Mr. McQuade last 
Friday, it seems more likely that disci- 
plinary action, if any, will be left up to 
Public Works. 

“The chief said it didn’t appear to be 
a legal case and would be handled with- 
in the department,” Mr. McQuade said 
this week. “I guess the (police) investi- 
gation is pretty much over.” 

Chief Johnson does not believe there 
is enough evidence to take the case to 
court, Mr. McQuade said. 

“He said it should first be handled 
by (Public Works) and see what falls 
out, We've got quite a ways to go yet.” 

Chief Johnson said this week, how- 
ever, that Officer Aumais is continuing 
his investigation, and that how the 
town proceeds will depend on the mag- 
nitude of the violations, if there are 
any. 

The chief said that if it is deter- 
mined reparations need to be made, 
and they can be handled administra- 
tively by the DPW, that may be the best 
way to handle it for the town. If it is 
determined that criminal charges need 
to be brought to pursue the town’s 
interests, then that is the route his 
department would take, the chief said. 

“Whatever's better for the town is 
the way we'll go,” Chief Johnson said. 

If any violations are discovered, it is 
likely that those involved would be dis- 
missed, Mr. McQuade said. 

“We wouldn’t hire them anymore 
for sanding,” Mr. McQuade said. 

He said the two men in question 
don’t do any other work for the town 
and he wasn’t ready to convict them. 

“As far as I’m concerned, these guys 
are innocent until I find out a lot 
more,” Mr. McQuade said. 

Buzz Stapcezynski, town manager, 
said last Friday that he thinks the 
investigation is being handled as it 
should be. 

“I’m satisfied with what Bob 
(McQuade) has told me. He is looking 
into it and the police are looking into it 
and that’s the appropriate way to han- 
dle that matter,” Mr. Stapezynski said. 
“I’m satisfied that it’s being investigat- 

ed:appropriately.” 


Officer Aumais met with Mr. 
McQuade and Mr. Canavan last Fri- 
day, after the chief had met with Mr. 
McQuade and Mr. Canavan to discuss 
the allegations. The three are sched- 
uled to meet again later this week with 
Sgt. Hashem and the two contractors. 
Allegations 

According to a_ police 
obtained by the Townsman: 

On or about March 15, 1994, at 5:30 
a.m., Officer Aumais saw Mr. Ferris 
spreading sand in the CVS/Pharmacy 
parking lot on Chestnut Street, sanding 
the entire lot. Officer Aumais then 
went to the town lot and asked Kevin 
Hale, operator of the front-end loader, 
if the town had called out the private 
contractors, and was told it had. Mr. 
Hale also said that Vale Landscaping 
had just taken a full load of sand. When 
Officer Aumais told Mr. Hale that he 
had just seen Mr. Ferris in the Vale 
truck spreading sand in the private lot, 
Mr. Hale’s response was, “They all do 
it. It’s been going on for years,” accord- 
ing to the report. 

Officer Aumais advised Mr. Hale 
that that was larceny, and left. 

“I assumed at this point that Kevin 
would advise W. Ferris and the other 
private contractors that I had relayed 
my observations to him and this prac- 
tice would cease,” Officer Aumais said 
in the report. 

A short time after that initial inci- 
dent, Officer Aumais received informa- 
tion from a retired DPW employee that 
a Wildwood Nurseries’ truck at one 
time had sanded the roads inside the 
Hewlett-Packard property, off River 
Road, while it was supposed to be sand- 
ing for the town. The specific incident 
had allegedly occurred two years earli- 
er. 

Officer Aumais advised Set. 
Hashem, supervisor of the 1-9 a.m. 
shift, to keep an eye out for possible 
improprieties. 

On Jan. 4, 1995, Sgt. Hashem advised 
Officer Aumais that at 4:45 a.m. the 
previous morning, he had observed a 
Wildwood Nurseries’ truck take on a 
full load of sand and proceed out of the 
town yard. 

“Sgt. Hashem followed the truck out 
to Hewlett-Packard where the truck 
turned right onto Minuteman Road 
and proceeded to spread sand. Sgt. 
Hashem stated that a bit later he 
observed the same truck sanding the 
rear parking lot of the Barnard Build- 
ing. 

Questioned 

Monday, Jan. 9, Mr. Shaw and Mr. 
Ferris were each questioned separately 
at the police station regarding the 
alleged thefts. Both were advised of 
their Miranda rights, but neither was 
charged. 

According to the report, Mr. Shaw 
said he was not out sanding on the day 
in question, and that he never took any 
of the town’s sand. = 

“Mr. Shaw stated that he may have 
taken a load when the town was paying 
$35 an hour, but (that) he hasn’t taken 
any sand since the town started paying 
$45 an hour,” the report said. (The

In Fiscal Year ;

For this year, FY’95, $655,000 is bud- 
geted for contractors and $178,000 for 
salt and sand.

The town has had contractors out 
about a dozen times so far this season, 
beginning on Nov. 28. Prior to the last 
storm, on Jan, 12, the town had spent 
$28,000 to $30,000 for plowing and sand- 
ing this year, said Bob McQuade, pub- 
lic works director. 

The town pays private contractors 
$45 an hour for sanding, and $60 for 
plowing. The rate pays for the driver, 
the truck and related equipment, and 
the fuel.

The town has sand delivered for 


town increased the hourly rate for 
sanding contractors in December 1993.) 

Mr. Shaw said he buys all his pro- 
cessed sand from Deloury Construc- 
tion Co. in Lowell Junction, including 
what he spreads at Hewlett-Packard, 
and that he did not know anything 
about the allegation that all the con- 
tractors use town sand on private lots.

But it 
depends on temperature, the type of 
snow and the particular sander, he 
said. 

The town has eight of its own 
sanders, and uses seven private con- 
tractors. 

Not all the contractors are called 
out for every storm, and because of 
equipment breakdowns, only 12 or 13 
vehicles will be out even in a major 
storm. There has not been a storm yet 
this season in which all the contrac- 
tors have been called out, Mr. Cana- 
van said this week.

objective overview of the program, 

Ms. Hoffman, of 6 Cyr Circle, has a back- 
ground in education and special needs, She 
earned a bachelor’s degree in education from 
SUNY at Genesco, N.Y., and master’s in fami- 
ly studies from Wheelock College. She advo- 
cates for children with special needs. She is 
the parent of a kindergartner who has spe- 
cial needs and a third-grader, both Bancroft 
students. 

“My role as a parent is to paint a picture 
or take a photograph of the depth and 
breadth of the special-needs program in 
Andover,” said Ms. Hoffman.

a little bit of town sand might get used on a 
private job. Sometimes, after completing the 
sanding for the town, there might be a little 
bit of sand on the truck and the contractor 
will go and spread what’s left on a private 
job, but not on town time, he said. 

“But that’s tiddlywinks - the amount of 
sand that people use there - that’s nothing,” 
Mr. Shaw said. 

Mr. McQuade said some dates have to be 
checked because the town did not use con- 
tractors on Jan. 3, the date of the alleged inci- 
dent involving Mr. Shaw. That was the day 
after the New Year’s holiday, and only some 
of the town’s own trucks were out, and those 
were just checking the school parking lots, 
according to Mr. McQuade. 

“Some things aren’t ringing true in the 
details,” Mr. McQuade said. 

Officer Aumais said he told Mr. Shaw that 
he could get records from Hewlett-Packard 
pertaining to how much he had sanded there, 
but Mr. Shaw insisted that he had not taken 
any sand from the town. 

Mr. Ferris was questioned about his hav- 
ing been observed last March sanding the 
CVS lot. Mr. Ferris said that he buys sand 
from Heffron Materials in North Reading, 
and that when he sands for Andover he often 
has some of his own sand left in the truck. He 
said he believes it “all balances out,” accord- 
ing to the police report. 

When confronted with the fact that he’s 
being paid $45 an hour by the town to sand 
for the town, Mr. Ferris allegedly stated that 
“they. all do it,” according to the report. 
When asked for the names of other violators, 


Mr. Ferris declined to name any. 

Mr. Ferris told the Townsman this week 
that there are situations where contractors 
are called to come in and sand for the town 
when they are busy doing private work. 

“And we drop everything when they do 
that to sand for them, regardless of what’s on 
the truck at the time,” he said. “It never 
became an issue,” 

Sometimes it is for an emergency call, 
such as in response to an accident, and some- 
times it’s not, he said. But in either case, he 
doesn’t give a thought to the fact that it’s his 
sand on the truck as opposed to the town’s. 
And he said that he responds as fast as any- 
one when the town does call. 

Mr. Ferris said he was never given the 
specific time that the CVS incident allegedly 
took place, but that he will now go back and 
check his records to see if he can help clarify 
the situation. If he was called out to sand for 
the town that day, he would have started at 5 
a.m., he said. 

When asked for the names of other viola- 
tors, Mr. Ferris declined to give any. 


Mr. McQuade said Kevin Hale, the town 
yard employee Officer Aumais talked to last 
spring, denies ever telling Officer Aumais 
that he was aware of private contractors 
using town sand on private jobs, or doing pri- 
vate sanding on town time. And Mr. 
McQuade said he knows the retired town 
employee who allegedly witnessed a Wild- 
wood Nurseries’ employee sanding at 
Hewlett-Packard a few years ago, and that he 
has reason to doubt that story.

“My goal is not to reduce ser- 
vices,” said Ms. Lyman. 

Time line for the assessment 

Bids for consultants will be 
published Jan. 27. Task force 
members will interview candi- 
dates March 6-16 and make rec- 
ommendations to the School 
Committee March 21. Officials 
expect the study to be completed 
by late fall. 

The evaluation will cost 
$20,000 to $30,000, said Ms. Dal- 
ton. The School Committee has 
asked for $15,000 of the total for 
the financial audit part of the 
evaluation in the projected bud- 
get for Fiscal Year 1996. 

Ms. Dalton said the task force 


will look into landing a grant to 
help fund the study. 

Why evaluate Chapter 766 
now? 

“The School Committee has 
said it would like to evaluate spe- 
cial-needs services. We essential- 
ly evaluate our curriculum on a 
six-year cycle, and personnel on 
a three-year cycle. The last eval- 
uation of the town’s special- 
needs program took place in 1987 
and that was an internal evalua- 
tion,” said Ms. Dalton. 

In September, the School 
Committee formally agreed that 
one of its goals this year is the 
assessment and evaluation of 
Chapter 766 services.

We recommend at least three 
groups of people in Andover need to 
get into a room and talk: the police 
and some minority teen-agers; some 
of the Main Street merchants and 
some students; and representatives 
of Memorial Hall Library and some 
teen-agers. 

Fifty people met at Andover High 
School Tuesday night on the invita- 
tion of Project Teamwork, a student- 
iilitiated and student-run organiza- 
tion whose goal is to break down 
intolerance through education. The 
group was varied: many students, 
the town manager, principal of AHS 
and school counselors, at least three 
clergymen, a policewoman who lives 
here but does not work here, some 
business people and others. 

There were two main messages 
from the productive meeting: That 
when a person disagrees with anoth- 
er On an issue (such as the now infa- 
mous mitten tree at AHS), discuss 
the issue, not the person with whom 
you disagree. That type of produc- 
tive, give-and-take discussion was 
the flavor of Tuesday’s meeting most 
of the evening. 

The other message we heard — and 
we saw Town Manager Buzz 
Stapcezynski respond to it by seeking 
out one particularly upset student 
after the meeting was closed — was 
that some students feel at odds with 
some adults in town who could bene- 
fit from hearing what the students 
have to say. 

Teens complained about the atmo- 
sphere at the library, where a few 
rowdy kids have created an atmo- 
sphere of distrust of students; about 
not being trusted by downtown mer- 
chants; and about feeling maligned 
by the police. None of those groups — 
library, police, merchants — were 
represented at the meeting. Students 
need to hear those groups’ side of the 
story; those groups could benefit 
from what the kids have to say. 

The kids are articulate and brave. 
They told their stories and listened 
to some adults’ explanations and sug- 
gestions. But they have some impor- 
tant, unresolved issues that all of us 
need to know about. .

Growing old and feeling unproductive

I received what I thought was a 
sad note from an elderly Andover 
resident recently. 

I couldn’t tell what she wanted me 
to do with it, and I thought it said a 
great deal about some of the older 
residents in this 
town. So I 
phoned her and 
had a long con- 
versation about 
living alone and 
growing old in 
Andover. 

We talked two | 
or three times | 
over a couple of ff 
days and I decid- 
ed to write about 
her in this space. I did. But a few 
days later, before that week’s Towns- 
man was published, the woman 
dropped in and said she didn’t want 
her name used. 

At first I tried to talk her into it, 
saying I thought it told a lot about 
how some others might be feeling, 
how we need to listen to the needs of 
our older residents and so on. But I 
could see she was uncomfortable so I 
said OK, I wouldn’t use her name. 
She said she would risk alienating 
her children if it ran, and I could 
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understand that would be about the 
worst thing that could happen to her. 
Her grown children live here and are 
wonderful, she said. But the note was 
so sad. She was surprised I thought it 
sad, and said she is fine, that she had 
been “a little down” when she wrote 
it several months ago. I could hear 
her approaching the word 
“depressed,” but she would back off 
it when she came close to it, as 
though it were a shameful word. 

The problem, she said, is dealing 
with time, finding something to do, 
something to keep her busy, some- 
thing to make her feel useful. 

“When a person gets old and 
unproductive, it’s very easy to sink 
into the quicksand of feeling like un- 
needed and ‘used-up’ individuals,” 
she wrote. “This morning I awak- 
ened to the same lonely bedroom, the 
same aches and pains and made the 
same dull breakfast. I really don’t 
mind living by myself. I can eat when 
I want to, sleep when I want to, and 
all the private things like laughing, 
crying and getting angry and glad 
are all uninhibited, and, actually 
needed activities. 

“The thing I do need, however, is 
contact with people outside my pri- 
vate world, my family and my 
friends. 


“The quicksand has been very dif- 
ficult to escape from, and is an every- 
day fight. But this morning I dug 
myself out when I remembered that 
no matter how old or young we are, 
there is a huge capacity for love. And 
there are so many avenues we all can 
travel, alone and with others that a 
person could never put ‘love’ on the 
written page and do it justice.” 

She said she is doing well. “The 
children are great. My grandchildren 
are wonderful.” 

But she shifted gears quickly: 
“When you do get older you do feel 
like you are unproductive. I have a 
problem with that.” 

I asked her what she does during a 
day and she said, “Buy food, bake. I 
bake a lot for my children. My grand- 
children like my cookies, I don’t 
know what I do, I look at a lot of tele- 
vision. I visit people. 

“You know, you keep busy. You 
try not to let time be an enemy. 
When you don’t have anything to do, 
you can be very very down. When 
you don’t have anything to do, that’s 
about the worst thing. I was used to 
working and doing things, 

“Well thank you,” she said to me. 
“T hope I didn’t talk too much.” 

Not at all. Not at all. Thanks for 
sharing,

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RECYCLING

New Year’s resolutions usually include 
things that are good for us or for others. So 
recycling is right up there near the top. 
Andover makes this a resolution you can eas- 
ily keep. You have a blue bin to put your 
glass and tin in, along with your papers in a 
grocery bag, every other week. A calendar 
explaining how and when and what was 
mailed to you. You have posted it where you 
are reminded of the week to do these benefi- 
cial duties. The calendar also tells you when 
and where to recycle plastic. One thing you 
perhaps forgot to read are the items no 
longer allowed in your trash. 
Not allowed in recycling 

These are lead batteries (button batteries 
are collected at downtown locations — see cal- 
endar), leaves and yard waste (we have a 
compost site on High Plain Road), aluminum 
materials (collection on every third Saturday 
of the month at West Middle School), metal 
and glass containers (belong in the blue bin 
every other week at curbside), newspapers 
and magazines (also in the blue bin on top of 
metal and glass either tied in bundles or in 
paper grocery bags — no plastic will be col- 
lected), #1 and #2 plastics (look on the bottom 
of the container for the number and take 
these to West Middle School along with the 
aluminum). 


Tires, white goods (large appliances) air 
conditioners, water heaters all must be dis- 
posed of on your own without the town’s 
help. 

All these items are banned from the trash. 
The contractor should not pick them up and 
does not when he feels the regular trash bag 
contains these items. J 
More glass and tin, please 

However, we are not putting as much 
glass and tin in our blue bins as we should’ 
Perhaps we have forgotten this easy way to 
dispose of this kind of trash safely, at no cost 
and no bother. Glass is the thing to concen- 
trate on getting out of the incinerator. Not 
only is it banned, so it is illegal to include it 
in the regular trash, but because it is heavy 
and much trash disposal involves weight, 
one way or another it makes it more expen- 
sive. Also, it requires very high tempera- 
tures to destroy it. High temperatures mean 
using more fuel and so it is costly in this way 
too. And of course that brings us to the other 
recycling effort - help the environment by 
using less oil. we 

I have the figures for glass recycling. They 
have gone down. Everyone is watching and 
wondering. Are you buying less glass? Drink- 
ing less wine? Have our habits changed? 
Maybe we are just forgetting to recycle glass. 
For 1995, recycle everything you can.
